Sen. Taft Takes 
Issue With Truman 
Bipartisan Remark 


Washington, June 26— (JP) — 
declared 


today it is an "absolute untruth" 
to say, as President Truman did 
yesterday, that this country has a 
bipartisan foreign policy. 


Taft, who heads the Senate Re- 


publican 
policy 
committee, dis- 


missed without a direct reply Mr. 
Truman's Charges in a speech at 
Tullahoma, Tenn., 'yesterday that 
the Republicans are "playing right 
into the hands of the Russians" 
by conducting a "smear campaign'' 
against the administration. 


But the Ohioan—a possible GOP

Harrisburg, June 26—(JP)—A special Republican senate-^commit- 


tee—given a blunt .warning of-newvtaxe» or-eut-appropriations—went 
into session today in a new effort to solve Pennsylvania's tax tangle. 


Sen. James S. Berger (R-Potter) called the meeting of the eight- 


senator "compromise!' group as Gov. John S. Fine laid down the 
ultimatum last night in a radio speech.

ominous situation" unless new taxes are levied. Without them, he said, 
appropriations would have to be cut.

over that of RCA-Victor in a bat- 
tle right up to the supreme court 
put an hour-long, star-studded col- 
or television show on the air waves 
yesterday. 


And seven sponsors paid $1,000 


each for one-minute announce- 
ments via the new medium, while 
nine other sponsors paid $275 each 
just for mention of their products 
on the show. 


But they paid for a limited audi- 


ence. Color television sets will not 
be generally available for some 
months, and even demonstration 
sets are limited.

Sen. John G. Snowden (R.-Ly- 


coming), chairman of the senate 
highways committee, said he be- 
lieved amendments now inserted 
in the measure would gain it the 
approval of the highways depart- 
ment. 


The bill was altered yesterday 


to require the unloading of single 
and tandem axle trucks found to 
be overloaded. 


The measure, sponsored by Sens. 


Guy Robinson (R.-Susquehanna) 
and John H. Dent (D.-Westmore- 
land), would boost the weight lim- 
its for the most commonly used 
trucks 
from

pounds. 


It would maintain the present 


top for trucks of all types at 
62,000 pounds, however, and crack 
down on violators by making pen- 
alties more severe.

Bride of Ten Days 
Abducted From Bed 
And Later Attacked 


Arlington, Va., June 26—(JP) 


A 19-year-old bride of ten days 
was abducted from her bed early 
today by two gunmen who, she 
told police, took her to a scenic 
spot 10 miles away and attacked 
her. 


Mrs. James Hotchkiss said that 


after the alleged attacks she was 
driven back near her ground-floor 
apartment and dumped out of the 
car. 
Records indicate she is the 


daughter of a socially prominent 
Winnetka, 111., family. 


She was found by Lt. W. Lynn 


Smith of the Arlington police, who 
had her rushed by ambulance to 
Arlington Hospital. 


There she told doctors each man 


attacked her twice.

charged him 


with kidnapping.

United Nations, N. T., June -M

increasing skepticism toward the 
Russian cease-fire proposal today 
as Secretary General Trygve lAm 
hurried home from Europe to co- 
oidmate plans for U. N. consider- 
ation of the Alalik proposals. _ 


State Department officials ques- 


tioned whether the Soviet Union's 
Jacob Malik had not come up 
merely with a political proposal 
designed to improve the military 
position of the North Korean and 
Chinese forces. This view became 
known in a memorandum distri- 
buted at supreme headquarters in 
Tokyo. 
The memorandum ex- 


pressed doubt whether Malik had 
made his approach in good faith. 


Malik proposed Saturday that 


the "belligerents" in Korea discuss 
a cease-fire and mutual withdraw- 
al from the 38th Parallel. 'He 
mentioned no conditions, but yes- 
terday the Chinese Communists, 
backing Malik's proposal, brought 
up the old questions of a seat for 
Red China in the U. N. and th« 
fate of Formosa. 


Lie interrupted his Norwegian 


vacation to fly here. Asked what 
he thought of the 
chances of 


peace, he said "That's what I'm 
going to find out." He conferred 
with British and Canadian offi- 
cials in London.

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MAKING UMT AN ACTUALITY 


It took a long time, but at last we are on the 


road to achieving Universal Military Training. Al- 
though some 18^-year-olds (and some parents) may 
disagree, that's the most important news in the new 
manpower draft bill just signed by President Truman. 


To be sure, a five-member National Security Train- 


ing Committe will have to get to work and spell out 
the details of operation. The committee has to make 
its report to Congress some time within the next 
four months, and it has to have the endorsement of 
the Secretary of Defense. 


After that, the Armed Services Committees of 


each house will have 45 more days to mull over the 
details. Then comes the debate on the floor. As has 
happened before, -of course, the argument could go 
on forever without getting anywhere. But Senator 
Russell, chairman of the Armed Services Committee, 
promises action will be speedy once the supporting 
legislation needed for UMT is ready. 


There is one other hitch. Even after the law is 


passed, UMT will not go into operation until the 
president or congress decides it is no longer neces- 
sary to draft men under 19 to keep our authorized 
armed strength. The experts in Washington seem to 
think this means UMT will take a back seat until the 
Korean war is over, an observation which could mean 
anything, since nobody knows what the next move 
in Korea will be. 


Nevertheless, it's an historic step. Now that near- 


ly everybody seems to agree we ought to have 
UMT, 


it makes sound sense that we build the foundations 
for it carefully. 


The administration began urging it back in 1946. 


The American Legion says its been urging UMT 
ever since the end of World War I. And Secretary of 
Defense Marshall goes back much farther. "The ob- 
jective of a universally shared obligation for the de- 
fense of our country," he points out, "is now within 
our grasp for the first time since George Washington 
began the pursuit of this goal a century and a half 
ago." 


Whether it took five years, 32 or 150, another five 


months or so doesn't really matter. UMT seems des- 
tined to be part of American life for quite a while. 


The important thing now is to put UMT together 


in such fashion, to quote General Marshall again, 
that "it will permit us thereafter to continue strong 
militarily in keeping with our great purpose of p^ 
moting peace in the world." 


HOLIDAY TRAVEL 


American motorists will travel far enough over 


the Fourth of July holiday to circle the world 62,646 
times. That estimate comes from the National Safety 
Council as a warning to the nation of the extra traf- 
fic hazards the holiday will bring. 


The council estimates that there will be 40 million 


passenger cars and taxis on U. S. streets and high- 
ways over the Fourth. They will travel 1,560,000,000 
•riiles. Despite the volume of travel and the huge 
•lumbei of cars that will be on the move, the country 
^easoni'-b'iy can expect a lower traffic death toll over 
;he Fourth than last year or the last five years, said 
Ned H. Dearborn, president of the council. 


"The 
Fourth falls or Wednesday this year," he 


said, "and most persons will not have the long week- 
end holidays of the last five years. But the traffic ac- 
eid:Mi, death toll already is up 7 per cent this year, 
nnd this is a bad omen even for a one-day holiday, 
unless extra caution is used to offset the extra haz- 
ards." Mr. Dearborn urges motorists to take it easy. 
'Speed," he said, "contributes to one out of three 
iatal traffic accidents." 


The council offered six tips for a safe trip: 
1. Start early, before traffic is heavy, and slow down at 


jundown. 


2. 
Obey legal and common sense speed limits. 


3. Keep your car under control at all times, so you can 


.'top quickly if circumstances demand. 


4. Keep a safe, clear stopping distance between you and 


.he car ahead. Watch cars behind in your rearview mirror. 


5. Slow down before you get to an intersection or traffic 


signal. 


6. Signal tor turns well before turning - - - and avoid 


.ibrupt stops.

Uncle Sam's Housekeeper 
Wants More Floor Space

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Washington is a crazy place—in case you 
" hadn't heard. 


On the one hand, here \s the Congress going through all the motions 


of trying to reduce the number of government employes. 


And on the other hand, here is the General Services Administration 


(GSA), which is the government's housekeeper, doing its darndest to 
try to find more office space and more records storage space to meet 
demands of the rapidly expanding defense agencies. 


They say they need nearly 2.000,000 square feet of additional floor 


space for the 18,460 new employes they intend to hire in the next 
fiscal year. This is for the Washington araa alone. 


If that much floor space doesn't mean anything to you, it's roughly 


equivalent to one third of another Pentagon. Or, it's the equivalent 
of two seven-story office buildings a block long and a block wide. 


Defense Production Administration, National Production Authority. 


Office of Price Stabilization and Wage Stabilization Board need over 
hah! a million square feet of space for 5000 new employes to be added 
In the next year. 
INTERIOR needs 34,000 square feet for 340 new defense activity 


employes. Commerce needs 200,000 square feet of storage space. 


Atomic Energy Commission needs 20,000 square feet for 200 more 
employes. Department of State, which already occupies a main build- 
ing, three former apartment houses and 20 other annexes, still needs 
room for 319 new employes in its information and education pro- 
grams. 


Biggest demand of all, however, Is for a million square feet of 


space for 10,000 new employes in Department of Defense. There are 
now 31,000 people in the Pentagon. Armed services offices slop over 
into 45 other buildings where there are 34,000 employes. 


When the Pentagon ordered 10,000 desks for the 10,000 new 


employes it expects to hire next year, there was no place to store 
the furniture. General Services Administration advertised for two 
million square feet of warehouse for this and other records storage 
space within, 15 miles of the District of Columbia. It got 38 offers 
but none was acceptable. All wanted government loans and tax 
amortization (speedy tax write-off) to finance the construction of 
new buildings. 


Every plan to solve the government's space problem by dispersal 


has thus far been stymied. A proposal to build eight new buildings 
at a cost of $197 million, to take care of 20,000 employes within 20 
miles of Washington, was killed by the Senate. 


bills just introduced In Congress may offer some hope for re- 


h'eving the space situation. One is a proposal by GSA Adminis- 


trator Jess Larson, presented to the Senate by Sen. John L. McClellan 
of Arkansas, to move 60,000 government jobs out of Washington 
within the next two years. This 'is intended to decentralize govern- 
ment offices all over the country. Instead of trying to disperse them 
•round Washington. 


The second is • proposal by Rep. James Trimble of Arkansas. It 


would permit the government to acquire space just as a private home- 
owner now buys his house on the installment plan. Private capital 
would build the offices to government specifications. The govern- 
ment would lease for 15 to 25 years, at the end of which time it 
would be given title. 


The government now rents 2,600.000 square feet of space in Wash- 


ington, for which it pays $2,900,000 a year rent During World War 
II, the government leased 7,000,000 square feet of space for which 
U paid $6,000.000 a year rent. These government rentals have ad- 
vanced from a little under 85 cents a foot to Dearly $1.10 today.

Traffic deaths on the Pennsyl- 


vania Turnpike are not carried in 
the rural or state totals, but show 
an increase of nine for the first 
four months of 1951.

given as the greatest single cause 
of traffic deaths. 
Only 36% of 


all reported accidents 
occur in 


rural areas, yet these account for 
62% of traffic deaths.

anyone in the house, the blood-letting in the Bronx has the big town 
somewhat excited. 


LaMotta is not at as much disadvantage as, the average orthodox 
boxer against a southpaw because the Bronx Bull himself is a con- 
verted left-hander. Yet the one southpaw he tackled, Bert Lytell, the 
F-csno Chocolate Kid, stirred up trouble six years ago in Boston. 


Had Murphy turned around while breaking in, the Flagler, Colo., 


ex-gob would not have so much difficulty obtaining cracks at the 
men on top. Murphy—real name Edwin Lee O'Connerty—thought of 
it, and tried, but the co-ordination wasn't there. 
TVTURPHY is three inches taller, his reach is five-and-a-quarter 
- -*• inches longer. Normally, that would give a pugilist a bulge, but 
this is to be a body belting binge. Both wield knives inside.

LaMotta has been fighting four years 
longer, has had 33 more fights, and with the exception of Harry 
Matthews, has been in battlepits with vastly superior opponents.
